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Moreover, when the invention of claim 1 relating to "the radio packet 
communication method" is compared to the invention of claim 11 relating 
to "the radio packet communication method", the technical feature common 
to them is "a radio communication packet communication . method for 
transmitting a data packet of a special format prepared by cut-and-pasting 
Sa frames between radio stations". This common feature is disclosed 
in various documents and makes not contribution over the prior art. 
Accordingly, this common feature cannot be a special technical feature 
within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence. 

Consequently, there exists no feature common to all the claims. 

Since there exists no other common feature which can be considered 
as a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule s 13 . 2 , second 
sentence, no technical relationship within the meaning of PCT Rule 13 
between the different inventions can be seen. Accordingly, it is obvious 
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
